With !ts decks covered with an} 
inch or more of sand,-and the officers

| Unsanitary Handling of Grain Main- 


ly Responsible for Deterlorated 
Seed 


In a young country like Canada\ 
where the soil is new and generally; 
very fertile it may often be puzzling 
to account for crop diseases bet 
must inevitably bring failure. In 
order to finprove the deteriorating 
quality of grain seeds, successful re- 
sults can only be arrived at by taking 
certain steps of farm procedure. Ex- 
periments have shown that the cause 
for deteriorated séed does not lie in 
lost fertility, but from unsanitary 
handling. 

Great care should be taken to see 
that a pure variety of seed is select- 
ed. Onno account should a mixture 
be used, Bach .crop carries with it 
{ts own diseases,’ and if these are not 
weeded out, the ground becomes full 
of the spores of the diseasg, with the 
result that the soil loses it ability 
to produce a crop. A crop rotation 
counteracts this to a large extent, and 
js therefore absolutely necessary. 

Of first importance, however, is the 
fact that no matter how fertile the 
soll, the quality of the grain cannot 
be improved unless weed seeds, and 
Hieht welght stuff, Including dirt, dust 
straw, and chaff are weeded out of it, 
Very often good seed, spoiled by get- 
ting wet in the stack or In the bin 
is undoubtedly injured and where a 
good crop has resulted {it 1s only by 


fallow land, free from disease, 

According to H, L. Bolley, botan- 
ist the essential steps to get bettor 
seed are—Ralse your own seed; har- 
vest the seed when mature; thresh it 
as soon as dry; store the seed dry; 
grade out of it all weed seeds; and 
always use a pure variety of seed. 
Where these steps are followed the 
seed will each year become more and 
until eventually you 
have a seed that is practically digease 
for the land,—Winnipeg 
‘lelegram,

in the battles about Mukden, In 


left thousands upon thou- 
sands of their fallen comrades unbur- 
led. After the signing of the treaty 
of peace the soldiers of the Mikado 
collected every last bone and every 
bit of ragged uniform and every brok- 
en weapon which the Russians had 
left upon the field, and buried them 
with soldierly honors. In the centre 
of this vast plot they enclosed by a 
white marble fencing a reserved space 
for those who had evidently been offi- 
cers, Over the gravea of the com-| 
mon soldiers. tron crosses in the 
Greek form were erected, and over 
the graves of the commanding officers 
crosses of white marble.

An Agricultural Jubllee 


Mr. Marcus Woodward, writing in| 
the Contemporary Review for July, 
enlarges on the fact that this year 
marks the jubilee of a most remark- 
able and significant experiment in 
scientific farming at Blounts Farm, 
Sawbridgeworth, Hertfordshire. For 
fifty years past corn, and nothing but 
corn, has been grown continuously, 
on a certain definite system, on this 
tarm of 460 acres. There has been | 
no rotation of crops and no keeping 
of stock; year after year for half a 
century the same land has been made! 
to yleld corn crops only. A record 
kept for the past 25 years shows that | 
this ‘land has ylelded, of wheat, 36 
bushels per acre, as against the United 
Kingdom's 80 bushels per acre as a} 
whole, and Canada’s 18 bushels per 
acre, The experiment has been 
yroved a sound one, its success has 
been established beyond any quetion, 
It has paid, and the land has not been 
impoverished, rather it has been im- 
proved and seems good for at least 
another ‘ifty years of continuous 
corn-growing. 

The system was inaugurated by the 
late Mr. J. Prout, whoge son has car- 
ried on the work since 1894, The 
whole article is well worth a study.

fag weakness o1 construction a 
ability to express ideas strongly by a 
right arrangement of words. Never- 
theless, italics are used deliberately 
by some iorceful writers to gain added 
effect and to fasten the eye and the 
mind of tle reader upon important 
points somewhat as a speaker will 
strengthen his oration by vocal em- 
phasis and gesture. Whatever may 
be said for or against the use of italics 
they’ certainly reveal the writer's 
sense of relative importance in the 
things he has_ written. He has 
selected words and phrases, and has 
given them-_special prominence. As 
we note their significance we begin 
to know more of the man behind 
the words. His choice of emphasis 
tells us what manner of man he is. 
His italics are either an index of his 
mental or moral character.

PRAIRIE PROVINCES ARE CRY: 


ING OUT FOR MORE HELP 


It Is Greatly Feared That the Supply 
of Men from the East will not Meet 
the Demand for Labor Required to 
Garner the Big Western Crop This 
Year 


Winnipeg.—The men are not arriv- 
ing in sufficient numbers, and more 
help is urgently needed throughout 
the west, sald a prominent C.P.R. 
cfficer when discussing the movement 
of the harvest hands from the east 
to the prairie provinces. 

The first excursion which we ran 
from the maritime provinces, he con- 
tinued, was heavier than last year, 
but the second from eastern Ontario: 
was rather disappointing. The result 
has been that the. number that has 
arrived already is about 7,000, which 
le approximately the same as last year. 

When the conference between the 
provincial government and the rail- 
way compan” was held a few weeks 
ago, the former estimated their re- 
quirements at 67,000, and decided to 
advertise for that number in the east. 
{t was not expected that the amount 
would be obtained, but at least 35,000 
was hoped for. 

Already Saskatchewan has received 
4,000 of those who have passed) 
through, wh‘le the balance have either 
remained in Manitoba or gone through 
to Alberta. Unfortunately quite a 
large percertage of those who have 
taken advantage of the excursions 
have no intention of working in the 
harvest ficlds, but have merely come 
west for divers reasons of their own, 

Contrary to the expectation of many 
there has only been one complaint 
against the increased rate of half a 
sent a mile to points west of Winnipeg. 
The men have known what to expect 
on their arrival here. and they have; 
come in with their minds made up 
as to where they intend going. Be 
tween them they represent a conald- 
erable sum of money. Many of them 
possess wads composed of hundreds 
of dollars and very few have barely 
sufficient to carry them to their jour- 
bey's end. 

In addition to the genuine harvest- 
rs, the majority of these immigrants 
who have arrived in the city during 
the past twe weeks have been ticket- 
ed out to districts where it has been 
knowr that they could immediately 
obtain ev tployment in the harvest 
fields. The provincial government 
represyatatives say that they have 
sent out quite e. large number of new- 
ly-arrived trans-ocean passengers. 
The fact that they have had little or 
fo experfence makes no difference be- 
cause the farmers are willing to take 
them so loug as they will get out and 
work. Most of them have been tn- 
duced to go by the high wages. They 
have been accustomed t> working in 
England for about $4 per week, and

FOR MEANS OF IDENTIFICATION 


Government Now Require Contractors 
to Keep Record of all Men 

Ottawa.— A circular has been issued 
recently by the Department of Labor 
and sent to various railroad contract- 
ors on Government work. 

The circular contains certain regu- 
lations to protect men employed on 
such work, and it requires that all 
contractors, sub-contractors and other 
employerr of labor shall keep a com- 
plete record of names, nationalities, 
place of birth and latest address in 
Canada, together with home address 
and name and local address of nearest 
relatives, of employees. 

In the past such record has not 
been kept, and as a result many for- 
eign laborers, with families at home 
in case of death by explosions or 
other aczidents, have been buried un- 
identified. 

Inquiry from waiting relatives at 
home in many cases has been futile. 
Under the new regulations the names 
and addresses, etc., will be forward- 
ed to the Department of Labor for 
reference in case of death. 


EMPEROR REWARDS AVIATOR 


Gives Him $5,000 In Order to En- 
able Him to Wed 

Vienna.—The Austrain emperor 
has presented Lieutenant von Bla- 
schke, the military aviator, with 
$5,000, in order to enable him to 
marry the woman of his choice.

BRAMWELL BOOTH IS CHOSEN 
TO SUCCEED HIS FATHER 


The Late General Appointed his Son 
to Succeed him as Head of the Sal: 
vation Army—King George and 
Many Notables send Messages of 
Condolence. 


London.-~-In the presence of all the 
Salvation Army commissioners and 
the principal officers in London at the 
international headquarters on Queen 
Victoria Street, General Booth’s testa- 
ment, entrusted to the army's soll- 


citor twenty-two years ago, appoint- 


opened and read, 

Bramwell Booth, who has been 
chief of the stafi of the Salvation Army 
since 1880, accepted the succession 
with much feeling. Following his 
£peech was a prayer and the scriptur- 
al reading was followed by an impres- 
sive service. Mrs. Bramwell Booth 
and Mrs, Booth-Helberd, and other 
well known army leaders, were among 
the participants. 

General Booth's funeral will be held 
on the afternoon of August 29 at Ab- 
ney Park Cemetery, in Stoke, New- 
ington, where his wife was but 
fed. The funeral procession from 
the international headquarters, which 
will pass through some of the princi- 
pal thoroughfares of the city, will start 
at noon, Many thousands of persons 
are expected to participate in the fun- 

eral service for the army, which will 
be held on the preceding night at the 
great hall of Olympia, the scene of 
the international horse show and var- 
fous pageants and exhibitions, which 
tas been chosen for its spaciousness. 

Several newspapers suggested that 

the general's work entitled him to lie 
in Westminster Abbey or St. Paul's 
Catliedral where many other of the 
nation’s greatest heroes of war and 
peace are entombed, but his wish was 
to be buried beside the remains of 
his wife, and it is doubtful if the 
church authorities will make the offer 
to place the body in the cathedral. 

Bramwell Booth presided at the 
meeting held in the international 
headquarters. After calling on Com- 
missioner McKie for a prayer, the 
chief of the staff announced that he 
tad called the officers together to 
hear the reading of the documents 
appointing General Booth's successor. 
The army solicitor produced a large 
sealed envelope, which had lain tn his 
safe just twenty-two years to a day. 

It bore in the general’s handwrwit- 
ing: 

“The appcintment of my successor, 
William Booth, 21st August, 1890.” 

After the envelope was passed 
around the circle of officers, Solicitor 
Ranger cut it open and read the form- 
al appointment of the chief of the staff 
as commander-in-chief, The. solici- 
tor then formally asked Bramwell 
Booth if he accepted the post.

Winnipeg, August 14.—There has 
hot been much change in the wheat | 
markets during the past week but 
&@ steadier feeling prevails. In the 
last two months there has been a de- 
cline in the price of the future de- 
liveries in the American speculative 
markets of from 10c. to 14c. per bush- 
el, but there has been no such decline 
in the price of wheat for immediate 
celivery, cash wheat as it {s called. 
In fact {1 some markets cash wheat 
prices are fully as high as they were 
two months ago, and the demand for 
cash wheat is unusually good consid- 
ering the time of the year, for the 
first of the 1912 crop is just beginning 
to come on the markets. From the 
beginning of July up to the present 
time the weather over the American 
continent has been generally very 
favorable for the seasonable growth 
and maturing of the grain crops. In 
the United States the harvesting of 
the winter wheat made good progress 
with practicaily no interruption by 
unfavorable weather, and although the 
yleld in the soft winter wheat states 
tributary to the Chicago market. is 
very light owing to the severe winter 
killing of the crop in these states, the 
hard winter wheat crop in Kansas, 
vte., is turning out a large yleld. Then 
in the spring wheat states the crop 
has advanced to harvest, with practi- 
cally no damage to it and the yield 
{s going to be one of the best on re- 
cord, The crop. situation § in 
the United States seems 480 
favorable that the August report of the 
Agricultural Department at Washing: 
ton, indicates a probable yield of 
390,000,000 bus. of winter wheat and 
290,000,000 bus. of spring wheat, to- 
gether 680,000,000 bus. with average 
quality much higher than usual, 
against 621,000,000 bus. the final es- 
timate for the United States cro) of 
1911. Some authorities consider 
the Government estimate too low and 
that total yield will turn out over 
700,000,000 bus. The American spec- 
ulators also see a large crop coming 
along in our Canadian West, the yield 
of which is put at not under 200,000,- 
000 bus. With these possibilities of | 
yleld thoy have decided apparently 
that wheat prices for the future de- 
liveries would go to a markedly low- 
er level, and consequently there has

GETTING BIG SUPPLY OF COAL 


Efforts Belng Made to Avold Any 
Shortage of Fuel This Winter 

Port Arthur.—If there is any coal 
shortage In the west this coming sea- 
son it will not be the result of any 
slackening of efforts on the part of 
the officials in charge of the C.N.R,. 
Coal and Or: Dock Company at Port 
Arthur, though it may to a certain ex- 
tent be charged to their failure to 
keep pace in adding to the capacity of 
their plants in conformity with the 
enormous increase in the population 
und consequent demand of the west. 
‘The plant at Port Arthur, has, with 
the exception of a strike of less than 
a week, been operating with full ca- 
pacity all season. This will continue 
until the end of navigation. There 
are generally three boats at the dock 
either unloading or waiting to be un- 
loaded of their cargo from the Penn- 
sylvania coal fields, the coal then be- 
ing shipped west as far as the rall- 
way companies can handle it.

The docks which are 
now filled up, will hold about 300,000 
tons. The handling plant gives on 
the average about 7,000 tons a day 
and will do this up to December 6 
or 6, or perhaps a week or so later. 
Therefore, the coal to be unlogded 
here before the season closes added 
to that in stock, and that which may 
be held in storage by boats which will 
come to winter here, can now be es- 
timated at approximately one million 
tons.

LESSON 1X.—THIRD QUARTER, 


FOR SEPT. 1, 1912 


Text of the Leseon, Mark vi, 14-29. 
Memory verses, 27, 28—Golden Text 
Rev, Ii, 10 (R.V.)—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


This lesson is a look backward to 
the murder of John the Baptist and 
the cause of it, Tidings of the 
mighty works done by Jesus and His 
followers had reached the ears of 
King Herod, and he was perplexed and 
thought that John must be risen from 
the dead. ‘Others sald: It is Elijah, 
and still others said: It is one of the 
old prophets risen again, Herod 
sald, “John have I beheaded, but who 
{s this of whom I hear such things?” 
(Luke {x, 7-9). It is said that he de- 
sired to see Him, and when just be- 
fore His crucifixion Pilate sent Him 
to Herod, who was in Jerusalem at 
that time, it fs written that he was 
exceedingly glad, for he was desirous 
to see Him of a long season, because 
he had heard many things of Him, 
and he hoped to have seen some mira- 
cle done by Him (Luke xxill, 8). Her- 
od’s question, “Who is this?” fs one 
of the greatest of all questions. 
We find it in Jer; xxx,'21, in connect- 
fon with His becoming surety for His 
people; in Isa, Ixiil, 1, in connection 
with His coming in judgment; in 
Luke v, 21, in connection with His 
forgiving sins, and in Luke vil, 49, 
also; in Matt. xxi, 10, as He entered 
Jerusalem on the ass’ colt. Blessed 
indeed are all who know Him, not only 
as Israel’s Messiah and the great head 
of the church and the King of kings 
and Lord of lords, but as their own 
Personal Saviour, who became surety 
for them, bore their sins in His own 
body and has assured them of the for- 
giveness of their sins. Apart from 
this personal knowledge of Him as 
the one who loved me and gave Him: 
self for me (Gal. ff, 20), all else is 
as nothing. 


The record goes on to tell us why 
Herod had killed John. He had 
taken Herodias, his brother Philip's 
wife, to be his wife, and John had 
fold him that it was not lawful to do 
this. Therefore Herodias had an 
{nward grudge against John and 
would have killed him, if she could 
(verse 19, margin). But Herod, 
knowing John to be a just and holy 
man, heard him gladly and did many 
things and kept and saved him (verse 
20, margin). Thus things went on, 
Herod knowing and admiring the 
right, yet doing the wrong, and Her- 
odias a sort of Jezebel to help him 
{n the wrong, and the devil controll- 
ing all, What a picture of real life 
it {s, for the devil is still the god of 
this world, and the world lleth in the 
wicked one! 

Now we have an account of one of 
the devil's supreme. occasions—Her 
od’s birthday and a supper for his 
lords, high: captains and. chief estates 
of Galilee, It: must have been w 
great gathering of the notable people 
ot he ~ AR — who 
would coneider it an honor to be 1n- 
*vited—a kind of Belshazzar'’s feast on 
a smaller scale, but with the same 
spirit of implety and disregard of 
God. Oh, how much there is of it 
today an even among those who are 
galled Christians! But the world 
is ever the same, whether the un- 
godly or the religious world, and “all 
that !s in the world, the lust of the 
flesh and the lust of the eyes and the 
pride of life, is not of the Father, but 
ir of the world.” “The friendship 
of the world is enmity with God” (1 
John, if, 15-17; Jas. iv, 4). There 
would no Joubt be royal wine in abun- 
dance, according to the state of the 
king, and the eating and drinking 
would be according to every man's 
pleasure (Wst. 1. 7, 8). There was 
some special dancing also, and the 
dcughter of Herodias danced so well 
that the king sald unto her with an 
oath, “Whatsoever thou shalt ask of 
me I will give it thee unto the halt 
of my kingdom” (verses 22, 22). Be- 
ing instructed by her mother, she ask- 
ed for the head of John the Baptist 
In a charger The king's order must 
be obeyed, and immediately the exe- 
cutioner does his awful work, and the 
grudge of the wicked Herodias ia 
gratified as she obtains possession of 
the head of him she so hated for dar- 
ing to rebuke her sin. Naboth’s 
death at the hands of Jezebel or by 
her command was somewhat on the . 
same line of things, as far as the 
death of the innocent and unoffending 
to please the wicked was concerned. 
But the great murderer has been at 
work ever since he caused the death 
of Abel, and he js not through yet. 
Those who are willing to do his work 
cannot complain if some time they 
share his doom in the lake of fire pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels. 
Tt was a wretched birthday for Herod 
and we saw at the beginning of, our 
lesson that he could not forget his 
part in the murder of John. He has 
not forgoiten it yet, for we conclude 
from Luke xvi, 26, that memory plays 
a very important part in the torment 
of the lost. Although {t seemed hard 
for Jchn to be thus taken off the 
earth. it was in reality a good day for 
him, for he had the gain, the very 
far better of Phil, {, 21, 23, and he has 
been well and happy ever since, and 
the glory of the kingdom still awaits 
him. His disciples buried his body, 
but John was not at the burial, It 
has long been a comfort to me to 
consider that {f the Lord does not 
come while I live and this mortal 
body shall some day be, burled T Will 
not be at the funeral. but absent from 
th» body, present with the Lord,

eralogist secrets that might otherwise 
never have been discovered.

cleared a few neres ench year and 
what he raised lie bartered away at 
the nearest town for the few things 
he jad te buy. It is true that in 
those days under those conditions 
it togk a muna life time to get 
where a farmer on the plains will 
get in ten years if he is successful. 

It is not long age that [T met & 
min from Northern Wiseonsin, who 
had spent 25 of his best years in the 
woods clenring 40 aeres and on sce- 
ing Alberta he exclaimed 
iad been a fool for not coming here 
sooner,’’ but while it is true that 
the man starting on the prarie may 
aecumulite wealth quicker than the 
tan starting in the forest, it is also 
true that unless he can get capital 
he is hampered and up against it 
all around. The cass of people 
coming here from the States, who 
have cold out their farms at a good 
price, we asa matter of fact able 
to take care of themselves, but’ the 
yreat inajerity who have little or 
nothing left after bringing their 
fynilies bere are certainly up against 
it. A man may get his land free 
hut he soon tinds that every beard 
for His house, buildings an. fettees, 
his stock, machinery ete., must he 
hought and he must live somehow 
until he begins to raise crops. 

Now nas nearly everything he 
mtet buy is controlled by com. 


bines,ghe pays exorbitant prices for], 


all neecessities, especially when he 
is compelled to buy ou time, 

Most unmarried men, who take 
up homesteads, make no attempt to 
farm themaelyes, Somehow or 
other, they manage to put in six 
months of the year on their land, 
get just enough broke to keep with- 
in the limits of the law, work out 
for somcone else the other six 
months of the year, and after prov- 
ing up they sell out. Married men 
who must stay on their homesteads, 
generally manage to get a few her- 
sea un |implements on time, then 
work out with their team to meet the 
payments, and consequently can do 
little or nothing at home. 

As soon us they obtain their pat- 
ent, they are obliged to mortgage the 
homestead to pay debts already in- 
curred or to buy stock and machin- 
ery. Now, the 8800 or $1000 that 
can be borrowed on a homestead is 
buta drop in the bucket in buying 
horses and other stock, putting up 
building, and getting the neevessary 
machinery to) properly operate a 
modern farm, It fs enough how- 
ever to keep the borrower in misery 
and constant fear that he may lose 
his farm. Tn case a few good years 
vame, the farmer might be able to 
pay interest and principal, but when 
the crops fail then the farmer is able 
to pay neither, and is apt to lose 
his farm, in fact hundreds have had 
them taken away. 

Now then, ifa farmer after ob 
taining his patent could apply to 
the government for a Joan large 
enough to enable him te stock — his 
farm, purchase machinery for 
¢ash at a much less price than he 
Low pays, buying"on time andf&get 
this aueney at a longer period say 
10 to 20 yours at 44 or 5 per cent. 
interest, us they do in Australian, 
conditions forthe farmer would be 
much improved, A few bad years 
then would not spell rain, the low 
rate of interest would not be hard 
to pay and in the longer period he 
was given to repay the loan there 
should he enough good years to en- 
able him to dose, ‘Thie would give 
uf immense boost to farming, the 
countey would eettle wp and thos 
help all other industries, ete,
